Through  the  efforts  of  Carl  Morse  and 
Louis  Katsos  of  Morse/Diesel,  Inc.,  the 
new  construction  is  being  planned  in  such 
a  way  as  to  enable  the  synagogue  to 
continue  operations  in  the  Milton  Sten- 
berg  House  without  interruption  until 
the  new  building  is  substantially  com¬ 
pete.  This  includes  the  use  of  the  Lem- 
Jerg  Auditorium  until  at  least  February 
1,  1980. 

When  the  new  building  is  ready,  the 
school  and  the  other  congregational  ac¬ 
tivities  will  then  move  into  the  new 
building  and  Morse/Diesel  will  then  com¬ 
plete  the  remaining  work  in  the  Milton 
Steinberg  House. 

The  Gottlieb  windows  have  been  re¬ 
moved  for  their  protection  during  con¬ 
struction  and  wood  panels  have  been  in¬ 
stalled  in  their  place.  The  scaffolding  is 
up  and  the  work  is  progressing  in  due 
course.

Shavuot  Observance 

Why? 

Shavuot  commemorates  the  harvest  of 
the  early  summer  in  Israel.  Therefore  its 
name:  Hag  Hakatzir  (The  holiday  of  the 
harvest.) 

According  to  the  Rabbis,  Shavuot  marks 
the  day  on  which  the  Ten  Command¬ 
ments  were  revealed  to  the  Jewish  People 
at  Mt.  Sinai.  Therefore  the  name  Zman 
Matan  Torateinu  (The  time  of  the  giving 
of  our  Torah.) 

Literally,  Shavuot  means  “Weeks,”  be¬ 
cause  the  holiday  comes  at  the  end  of  a 
seven  week  period  of  time  counted  from 
the  second  day  of  Passover.  Shavuot 
falls  on  the  fiftieth  day. 

When? 

This  year  Shavuot  begins  on  Thursday 
evening,  May  31  and  extends  until  Sat¬ 
urday  night,  June  2.  The  holiday  is 
therefore  two  days  long,  while  in  Israel 
it  lasts  only  one  day. 

Remember  . . . 

(1)  Candles  are  lit  before  sundown 
each  night,  Thursday,  May  31  (at  8  P.M. 
and  Friday,  June  1  (at  8:01  P.M.) 

(2)  Synagogue  services  in  the  evening 
and  morning  both  days.  Yizkor  is  part 
of  the  service  on  the  second  day,  Satur¬ 
day,  June  2. 

(3)  Special  foods.  It  is  traditional  to 
eat  dairy  foods  on  Shavuot.  Cheesecake 
and  blintzes  are  special  favorites.

1978-79  was  a  very  gratifying  year. 
The  Open  Meetings  were  well  attended. 
Members  were  particularly  pleased  that 
out  of  the  WEG  Workshop  on  the  Single 
Family  grew  a  new  group,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Singles  (P.A.S.S.). 

In  addition  to  the  Workshop,  programs 
were  held  on  the  Sexual  Revolution  and 
its  implications  for  women;  how  to  cope 
with  aging  parents  and  teenage  children;
